SANITARY BOARD APPROVES 
.BY-LAWS. 


“4 BAD OLD HABIT.” 


With the, full support of the 
Chinese members, the Sanitary 
Konrd yesterday afternoon 
unanimously parsed the new 
by-laws prohibiting spitting ‘in 
eating houses, 


The President of the Bonrd, Mr. 
G. R. Sayer was In the chair, and 
others present were Hon. Mr. H. T. 
Creasy, Hon. Mr. T. N. Chau, Dr. 
G. W. Pope, Dr. R. A. de .Castro 
Basto, and Messrs. Wong Kwunk- 
tin, L. C. F. Bellamy, J. H. Gelling 
(Secretary) and J. Wargreaves 
(Assistant Secretary). 


The by-laws, as finally passed. 
read: 


(i) No person shall spit in any 
Eating House except into 
spitteons provided for the 
purpose, 


tii) The licensee shall cauac to 
be continuously  digplayed, 
in a conspicuous position on 
every floor of hig licensed 
premises, while such pre- 
mises ure open to the pub- 
lic, a notice or notices of a 
size and form approved by 
the Board, and in a lan- 
Ruago prescribed by tho 
Board, requiring his cus- 
tomera not to spit on the 
Noor: provided that the 
Board may, in its discretion, 
exempt in writing any pre- 
mises from the above — re- 
qairement, and may revoke 
such exemptions, 


iit) The tieenseo shall enuse any 
phleym, spittle or saliva 
found on the floor of his pre- 
mises to be promptly swept 
up and removed: and in the 
event of his providing one 
or more spittoons, shall 
enush ao sufficient quantity? 
of a disin’ectant fluid to be 
kept continuously in such 
spittoons while in use; and 
shall thoroughly — cleanse 
them daily at the close of 
business, 


President's Speech. 


In submitting the motion, 
President sald: 

The original suggestion that we 
should make a bye-law prohibiting 
spitting in  eating-houser cimo 
from the Hon. Mr. J. P. Bruga 
shortly before .he left the Board. 
Tam glad to have the opportunity, 
of giving effect to that suggestion, 


[am even more gratified to 
know that in putting this draft be- 
fore the Bourd I have the whole- 
hearted support—in addition to the 
Medical OMecer of Health—of both 
my Unofficial colleagues on the 
Select Committee which deals with 
the licensing of Eating Houses, 
Mr. M. K. Lo and Mr. T. N. Chau. 
There is no doubt their opinions 
carry grent weight with that im- 
portant acction of the community 
whose welfare we are chiefly 
thinking of—namely the Chinese 
of slender or very slender means. 

The disease at which we aim in 
these by-laws is the disease of 
tuberculosis to which Mr, M. K. 
Lo drew the attention of the Board 
und the Government some seyen-, 
teen months ago. 1 recall that, 
on that ocension, 1 remarked on 
the unerring precision with which 
Mr. Lo isolated the proper object 
of attack; for it has_lony been my 
conviction that tuberculosis 
merited our attention above all 
other diseases. 

Let me make again the quotation 
I made from the report of the 
Medical Officer of Health for the 
year 1921, : 


20,000 Deaths in Ten Years. 


“The total deaths in the Colony 
from tuberculosis diseases during 
1921 amounted to 1,894 where the 
total deaths from all the principal 
notifinble infectious diseases and 
including those from Malaria, .in- 
fluenza, measles, and dysentery 
which are not notifuble, amounted 
to 1,280.

Nover dry «. fur before a hot fire. 
Thin is disastrous, ns tho natural 
oila in the «kin aro absorbed by the 
heat, tho leather becaméea hard, and 
the fur begins to “moult.” 

You probably have an attaelinent 
on your vacuum-cloaner for drying 
with warm air, Uso this, and dry 
the fur thoroughly, But take care 
thnt the air is warm, not hot. 

When quite dry, hold tho far by 
the end, and bont it lightly with a 
cane, Beat regularly up and down 
until the whole surface has been 
covered several times. Then brush 
with o stiff bruh, and comb it gent. 
ly. Your fur will then be as benuti- 
ful ns ever.

Should tyeur furs have become 
dusty through lying neglected dur- 
ing the summer months, you will 
find the vacuum-cleaner again use- 
ful. Care must bo taken, however, 
to fit the proper nttachment, as too 
Brent. a suction mny ‘oauso damage 
to the haira, particularly if they are 
of a fine quality, 

If this faila to remove the dust, it 
will be necessary to, use benzine. 
Bat you must. be absolutely positive 
that the fur is ‘natural’: that is 
to nay, has not been dyed. “tipped,” 
or blended with dyed fur. Other: 
wise, the ase of chemicals will 
ulterly rnin it, 2 

To clean a fur with henzine, take 
a small pad of cotton wool lightly 
dipped in the liquid, and dab the 
roots of hair. Change the pads as 
they become soiled, Now put the 
farina earboard box, in which 
You have placed no handful ench of 
fine anwadnst (xatinwood or box wood, 
which you can obtain frem oa 
cabinetnaker), and yulverised 
plaster Wf paris, Shake the bua 
thoroughly. Tho mixture — will 
absorb the benzine ant remove all 
cunt. 

Next, give the fur a gentle beat 
ing as already deseribed until every 
particle of — sawdus haa fbech 
removed, pepe? 

Should there be the slightest 
doubt as to the nature of the fur, it 
is highly advisable not to attempt 
cleaning by means of a chemical. 
The cost of having it eteaned by a 
reliable furrier in very slight when 
ecomprred with the possibility of 
ruining your fur beyond all hope.

CONTRIBUTION. 


Due to-unanimous Unofficial op- 
position, the Straits Settlements 
Defence Contribution Bill, which 
proposes to fix the Colony’s annual 
appropriation to Imperial und local 
defence ata round five million 
dollars, is being referred to the 
Seeretary. of State by Sir Cecil 
Clementi. It has long been felt in 
the Straits Settlements, as it is in 
Hongkong, that the present method 
of calculating the Military Contri- 
bution is far from satisfactory. In 
tt reeent official. memorandum om 
the subject, emphasis was laid on 
the inconvenience of estimating the 
Contribution, as it is impossible to 
determine the Colony’s — liability 
from year to yenr with any reason- 
able degree .of certainty. As is 
known, the contribution is at pre- 
sent based on twenty per cent. of 
the Colony’s revenue, so that in 


drawing up the annual Budget it 


becomes necessary to make pro- 
vision for ‘far more income than is 
really needed. This is the main 
drawback of the system, especially. 
when, as in the case- of Hongkong 
since the slump In silver values, 
extra taxation is needed In order 
to bntance the Budget. oar 

In the case of the Straits Settle- 
ments, for a considerable number of 
yenrs now the cost of the Garrison 
has been much below twenty per 
cent. of the revenue, This, accord- 
ing to the official viewpoint, hns 
tended to obscure the difiicultics in- 
herent in tho present method of 
calculation, but it is felt that with 
a stendy Increase in the cost of the 
Garrison and ao declining revenue, 
the time mny not be far distant 
when such diMfcultics will again be- 
come prominent.

The Betting Tax. 

Little fault will be found with the 
principal features of ‘the Betting 
Tax Ordinance shortly to be intro- 
duced in Legislative, Council and 
designed to be operative as from 
January 1. In the first place, no 
objection will be tnken to a betting 
tax 18 a source of revenue, Those 
who ean afford to gamble should be 
able to afford any extra burden in- 
volved. Furthermore, the Bill has 
been so drafted as to remove many 
of the uncertaintics regarding the 
position of non-racing clubs in the 
Colony desirous of organising 
‘sweepstakes. The L.G.P.'s objec- 
tion to books of tickets has not been 
sustained. Henceforth all local 
sweepstakes must be opernted by 
means of such books, As regards 
the method of collection this seems 
simple enough on the - surface, 
though the briefest consideration is 
sufficient to suggest that interest- 
ing complications can arise. If, 
for instance, the Jockey Club de- 
cides to pass the whole of the pari- 
mutuel: tax on to the punter, the 
clerks in charge would, we feel sure, 
find themselves quite unable to cope 
with the last-minute rush for 
tickets because of the demand for 
small change. There would be chaos 
at the “box-offices” at the time 
‘when most bets are laid. If, on 
the other hand, ‘the Jockey Club is 
prepared to contribute a very small 
percentage’ of the tax in order to 
preserve the.price of the tickets at 
$6, they will find themselves dealing 
in half cents because of the condl- 
tion that the maximum — substrac- 
tion, after the Government has 
taken its share, shall be ten per 
cont. It would nlgo bo intoresting 
to havo the Government's estimate 
of tho revenuc expected from 
sweepstakes organised by clubs out- 
side the Colony. At first sight, .[t 
seoms that this particular form of 
the proposed tax is ‘so casy to evade

troversy is the future of the land 
taxes, machinery for which was 
provided for in the Labour budget. 
A memorandum published ut the 
time stated that the total cast of the 
firat valuation under the scheme 
would be between one and one and 
nun half million pounds sterling. 
The taxes do not become operative 
until 1933, but financial provision 
has been made for the beginning 
of the valuation. 

The proposed taxes were vigor- 
ously assailed when before the Inst 
Parliament, and some narrow 
divisions were recorded. A de- 
mand for withdrawal of the 
scheme has beon made, but this 
course is sald to be strongly op- 
posed by Lord Snowden and cer- 
tain other Ministers.

Ido not wlah ft to be thought for 
one ‘moment that I have changod 
my view on the vital importance 
of the housing question {n relation 
to the problem of tuberculosis. 
Thore are many old ANC in tho 
heart of the town—-dark, damp, air- 
rarely penetrated by the 
aterilising rays of the aun. These 
houses constitute 0 severe handicap 
to the «fforts ‘of the Medteal 
Officer of Health. Iam firmly con- 
vinced that no plan of attack 


against tuberculoala can be really } 


satisfactory until by aome means 
or other the bad old houses dis- 
appear, 

At the same time demolition of 
old houses does not provide the 
completo solution. They are the 
predispoaing’ cause: the direct 
cause must ‘also receive attention. 
And, as T hope to satlafy you—by 
quotation from a distingulshed 
Medical OMcer—by far the most 
important direct cause in simply 
the habit of spitting, 

The quotation ia taken from a 
Report on Tuberculosis made— 
alto in 1921—by Dr. HLH. Scott. 
Dr. Scott was at the time Govern. 
mont Bacteriolowist here and ac- 
cordingly had ample opportunity of 
obtaining his fucta at first hand. 
He is, I beliéve, to-day n member 
of the staff of the London School 
of Tropteal Medicine, 


Overcrowding, 


"The foregoing « (the design of 
Chinese tenement houses and over. 
crowding) constitute the main pre. 
disposing causes, but the direct 
ease of the prevalonee of tuber: 
culosis in Hongkong fs, facile 
piinceps, the expectoration habit, 
The prevalence of tuberculosis is 
closely connected with social and 
economic — condittons—overcrowd- 
ing and slums, poverty inganita- 
tion and squalor, 

With regard to overcrowding, 
litth, if anything can be dong; the 
Rpace available ty limited, and the 
population is relatively large and 
is inereasing, The question re. 
duces itself, for practical pur» 
poses, to the finding of a remedy 
for the spitting habit jn the first 
place, 

Tam convinced that ft is the ex. 
vectoration on the floors of the 
rooms in which the people live that 
ia the chief source of the bacilli,” 

It is evident then that in’ diss 
couraging spitting by all means at 
our disposal we shall be taking all 
exsential steps, and it seems to me 
that the persistence of bad old 
houses only make it: more urgent 
to check a bad old habit.

WORK AMONG THE 
~” LEPERS. 


REV, JOHN LAKE'S 
APPEAL, 


A most interesting description 
of the growth and present work 
of Tal Kam leper Island, 
lies about. 90 miles ‘south 
Canton, was given by the 
John Lake at Kowloon 
Church Inst night, at a meeting 
under the chairmanship of Mr, 
A.W. Ingram, organtied by the 
Young: People's Society, 

Mr. Lake, in a chatty manner 
and with a ‘good sprinkling of 
humour, told of tho great work 
being done for Chtnese lepers on 
the island. -He spoke of his early 
efforts on behalf of the sufferers, 
and of how he persuaded Mr. 
Wu Ting-fang, a Minister of the 
Inte Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s Govern. 
ment, to purchase Tai Kam Island 
for $6,000 from a fishing company, 
for it to be turned into a leper 
home, 

That was over ten years ago, 
and soon after the purchase had 
been effected buildings were crect- 
ed, medical facilities secured, and 
the lepers were living a happy 
and contented Nfe in pirate-In- 
fested waters, 

Mr. Lake deplored the fact that 
by the time lepers renched the 
{sland their condition was usual- 
ly too serlous to enable them to 
recover, but everything that could 
be done for them was done. 

He is now endeavouring to raise 
one millfon dollars gold for the 
hurpose of improving and extend: 
ing the work and ‘the accommoda- 
tion-on the faland. Tho Chinese 
Government have promised to 
contribute half a million Mexienan 
dollara, 

He told a host of good stories 
concerning pirates with whom he 
continually comes inte contact. 

The Good Work, 

The folowing: extract from an 
article writlen by the Rov. and 
Mra, U.S. Mitchell, and some 
Chinese observera, is of Interest: 

This entire project is ‘a by- 
product of the South China 
Mission under the able leadership 
of Rev, John Lake. All respon. 
sibility is in the hands of a 
Chinese committer, The work is 
supported entirely by free will 
gifts, Not a cent is being 
received from any foundation or 
mission board. Aa 4 safeguard 
for perpetuity the work should be 
endowed for at fenst $1,000,000. . 

The lepers are free from their 
old associations, they have pence 
and happiness and care instead 
of beingg run out of villages, 
starved or even ‘killed. 

There is still a large work to 
be done us thousands are clamour- 
ing for the opportunity to go to 
the island hospital; and branch 
hospitals are needed in some of 
the coast and interior villages,

-Bigures ainee 1917 show that 
whereas from March to November 
the average number of diphtheria 
cases notified: weekly is about six, 
from November to February, in- 
clusive, the figure doubles itself, 
and the numbers total from any- 
thing between 10 and 19. 


Up to 1928 the average for 
the yenr was very nearly 90, 
but this year alrendy 138 cnses 
have been placed on record. 


The main cause for this, 
according to the M.O.H., is not 
due to faulty sanitation, so much 
na to dust infection.

Immunization System. 


Contact ax an result of this is 
very difficult to combat, and it 
“was suggested by Dr. Pope that 
the only real way to defy the 
scourge under atch conditions 


was by the, introduction of the! 


Immunization System, which is 
now being practised to some 
extent in England and other 
countries. It was too compllcat- 
ed a method to explain in detail. 
our representative was informed, 
but the process was not dis- 
similar to that of, vaccination. 
That it would undoubtedly be 
‘introduced in Hongkong some- 
time in the future, the Medical 
Officer was confident. It had 
already been adopted among 
schoolchildren in England with 
excelent results. : 


Not Really Unusual. 


Dr. Pope added in explanation 
that although the figures for 1931 
were high, it had to be remem- 
bered that they covered both 
Hongkong and Kowloon, both of 
which had grown very lurgely, 30 
that in proportion, the ‘disease 
was not more prevalent now than 
before.
